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The ACFDYY appointed two delegates to the Prench \.onen'ts Gongress held in 
Paris in June 1949. These were LU Tstuil, who in addition to hex positicn 
in the AGFDW is also a member of the board of directors of WFOW attached 
to its headquarters in Paris, and T'ANG Idang (/8 (%,), woman leader of 
the £12 China New Democratic Youth Corps, who is also a membex of the 
board of directors of the International Union of Students and working for 
it abroad, 


Meetings of the Standing Committee were held throughout the spring and 
summer of 1919. These were devoted principally to cooperation with the 
Executive Committee on preparations and invitations for the Conference of 
Asiatic “Women, which 44 was determined to hold in Peiping im December 1949. 
Through the two committees, propaganda programs introducing the Conference 
and explaining its significance in Communist as well as women's work were 
arranged throughout China. The ACFDW also sent fifteen delegates to the 
Political Consultative Council in Peiping in September 1949, including: 
YS'AT Chtang, TENG Ying-ch'tao, SHUAT Meng=-ch'i, CHANG Ch*ine-ch'iu, LIU Ya~ 
hsiung, CHANG Hsiu-yen, LI F'ei~chih, CHANG Chin~pao, SHEN Tauechiu, Liv 
Chting-yang, LO Chiiung, LU Tstul, CHIEN Powerh, HUANG Ching-wen (% Af i), 
and TU Chin-tui, and two alternates, KUNG P'u-sheng and CHAT Shu-chen 

(He RIF). 


Women's orgarizations were formed throughout China as part of the ACFD: 
program, These include the following: 


a, Democratic Women's Federation of Shanghaj. was formed on 26 June 1949, 
with the establishment of a Preparatory Comnittee of 87 members, headed 
by SHIH Idang (3 #.), GHANG Yun, TfANG Kuei-fen, and KO Yeng (& #%)- 
The formation of this group was sponsored by TENG Yingech'ao and HSU 
Kuang~p'ing of the ACFDW and Mayor CHEN I of Shanghai. 


b, <A Preparatory Committee was established in Nanking on 15 June 1949, with 
seventesr_members, including CH*EN Heiu-liang (f% 47 #_) and PIRI I~yin 
(6% @RE)). CHE! was chosen 21 November 1949 ag the Nanicing delegate 

to the Asiatic. omen's Conference. 


ce. A Preparatory Committee was organized among the women of Hankow and 
Wuechang for the tu-Han Democratic Women's Federation.

TS'AI Chiang 
acted as chairman of the committee and CHANG Yao (42 ff) as its general sec- 
retary. CHANG Chtin-ch'lu served as chairman of the compilation and examina- 
tion committee and LI Te-ch'ilan as chairman of the exhibition commiitee.
